As an occasional visitor to tlic Eoyal 
City wo were struck last -week with 
tho evidenres of iiuprovcment visible 
there. A considerable uimiber of 
dwellings have been recently erected, 
Otliers are underweigli, and still more 
will be started ns soon as spring shall 
have opened. The clearing of lots is 
progressing; with rapidity, and the 
well-painted, tidy-lbbking houses, sur- 
rounded by pretty parterres, just now 
in the bud and awaiting the advent of 
a few bright days to burst into fra- 
grant life, are evidences of thrift and 
comfort that are not met everywhere 
in- this country. The public buildings 
are numerous and costly and generally 
handsome. The penitentiary, a secure, 
well-ordered institution, with some 40 
patients undergoing moral correction; 
tho lunatic asylum, with 36 male and 
seven female inmates whose minds have 
gone astray; the St. Ann's convent 
school (the Hinest building in the 
Province); tho St. Louis boys' school, 
■ a new and commodious structure, with 
25 or 30 scholars; the public school; 
the courthouse; tlie Episcopal, Catholic, 
Presbyterian, and Methodist churches; 
the! hotels, "■"^ several private 
villas, are structures whose sites have 
been so admirably chosen that from any 
point of view they serve as conspicuous 
landmarks to the traveler who approach- 
es from either side. Latterly the 
local demand for lumber, sashes, doors 
and. blinds has been mefci;;;by,r.the 
mills of Websteh & Co., and HiiiJDRY & 
McNear, extensive concerns. Tho city 
is the centre of a great and prosperous 
farming district, easy of access and re- 
quiring little if any labor to clear ; it 
has forests of valuable timber in its 
immediate neighborhood; the waters 
that lave its front are' the homo of my- 
riads of choice food-Bsh, and it is the 
centre of supply of several extensive 
sawmills and tisli-curing establishments 
with room tor scorns of other establish- 
ments of a similar cliaractei-. Tho fu- 
ture of the Eoynl City is rose-colored. 
It may not become a great commercial 
entrepot; it may, not indace the rich- 
ly-laden argosies from tho East to dis- 
charge at its wharves ; but within it- 
self — in the splendid natural resources 
for which it must ever be the chief 
point of supply and deviilopment — it 
possesses the elements of that great- 
ness which follows closely on the heels 
of prosperity. " . 

THE QUEE.S VS. GAMON. 

The above was the title of a crimin- 
al case that came on for trial at tho 
New Westminster ' Assizes ".^on *Thurs- 
day. The prisoner was indicted for 
the robbery of a sum of money from an 
Indian woman, The witnesses being 
Indians counsel for the defence sought 
to compare the evidence given by them 
before the Police Court with their evi- 
dence offered at tho Assizes. He ac- 
cordingly called for the original deposi- 
tions. A search was instituted amongst 

. the papers in the hands of counsel for 
the Crown, and lo ! they were not there. 
A messenger dispatched to the resid- 
ence of tho Clerk of the Police Couri 
presently returned with the informa 
tion that the depositions were sent by 
him to the Attorney-Gnneral's office at 
Victoria bni'tho 9th inst. Counsel for 
the defence objected to the trial pro- 
ceeding; and Mr. Justice Crease, not- 
ing the objection for reference to the 
full Bench, allowed the trial to pro- 
ceed and the man was convicted. The 

•learned ; Judge declined ■• to- pass sen- 
tence. Notice of appeal has been given 
arid the point will be argued before the 

'full Bench in a day or two. Again the 
question occurs to us, Is there to be 
another failure of Justice ? 



FOR DISPATGH. OF BUSINESS. 

By proclamation in the Governimnt 
Gazette the local House is called to 
meet for the dispatch of business on 
tho 5th prox. The Premier's gripsack 
will be unpacked on that date, and the 
weighty matters he went to Ottawa to 
arrange will be made public. Great 
events are expected.to spring from the 
promulgation of the Governmf nfc pro- 
gramme. In fact, we are jgiven to un- 
derstand that the Premier's carpet-bag 
is a veritable Cornucopia — the Horn of 
Plenty — whose blessings will reach 
from end to end of the Province. If 
one-half the anticipations' that await 
i^tbe delivery of the Speech are realized, 
this will bo, indeed, a favored land.

To THE Editor of The Colokist: — 
Sir. — The Court having assembled at 
noon to-day, the prisoners, McLeans 
and Hare, were placed in the dock for 
sentence, having been found guilty of 
the wilful murdcv' of .John Usaher. 
There was nothing in the prisoners' 
looks to indicate a realization of the 
dreadful position in which they stood. 
His Lordship appeared somewhat af- 
fected as lie asked Allan McLean, 
have you anything to say why judg- 
ment should not be passed uj)on you 
for the murder of John Ussher, of 
which you have been found guilty? 
Allan said — Some of the witnesses said 
what was not true; Palmer stated we 
cocked oui guns at him, that is not 
true; while ho was there I was drink- 
ing at a little creek. Archie did not 
have a gun. 

The Judge : — Have you any reason 
to state why I should not pass sentence 
of death upon you for tho death of 
John Ussher 1 . 

Allan;— ^I was 'stopping at Nicola 
and the boys said wo had better go to 
Kamloops for grub. 

Judge; — You have said nothing 
about the death of Ussher. 

Allan:-^Whea|tho boys throw down 
Ussher"! ■i^aid;''"come back, boys; don't 
touch him."' They came back; but 
Hare went up to him again to get his 

coat, and said "tho of a is not 

dead yet," and stuck a knife into his 
throat. He took up his coat and boots. 
Afterwards Hare said, "let us go down 
to Trapp's, there's a shotgun and rifle 
there." We started right ofi". < 

The Judge;---^Ariy thing further to 
.say? 

Allan: — No; that's all, 

The Judge to Archie McLean: — 
What have you, got to say why the sen- 
tence'of death' should not be passed 
upon you? 

Archie; — I did not kill Ussher. I 
did not fire into his forehead; I point- 
ed my pistol, but it snapped. 

Judge: — What else have you to say? 

Archie: — I have got nothing further 
to say. 

The Judge; — Charles McLean, what 
have you to say why the sentence of 
the Court should not be passed upon 
you for the murder of John Ussiier? 

Charles — When I first saw him, I 
asked the rest if we should all run 
away? Hare said, "No, we won't leave 
our grub behind." I don't know-wbich 
of them (the prisoners) fired first'; we 
all fired, and I fired, too. I fired twice. 
The first shot was with- a- gun, -the 
other with a pistol. 

The J udge — Anything further ? 

Charles — We then started down to 
Trapp'a Alex, said there was a Hen- 
ry rifle and double bari-eled shot-gun 
there. We got them, and left. Allan 
and Archie were, ahead. We met a 
sheep-herder (Kelly), and when we 
went to him Ale.x. said, "Don't tell on 
us." The man said, " wha^ have I got 
to do with it ?" Alex, fired and struck 
him here (placing bis finger on his left 
breast), and then I Gred at him. (The 
body had two wound.s.) Hare jumped 
off his horse and I held the horse, 
and at this time the others came up. 
Hare took Kelly's watch with a silver 
chain.. Hare and Allan dragged the 
body oflf the road. At first I had no 
firearms. Alex. > etple a fiyo^sbpoter 
f roni Barclay Sherman. lb was'ari'Eng- 
lish pistol. I took it. When near 
Ussher I threw the pistol away. If I 
was alone I would never have done 
anything to Mr. Ussher. 

The Judge — Anything further to 
say? 

Charles — No, sir. 

The Judge — Alexander Hare, what 
have you to say why the sentence of 
this Court should not bo passed upon 
you for the murder of John Ussher, as 
stated by the verdict of the jury ? 

Hare— If I , :was not with the crowd 
I would not be here a prisoner. 

The Judge — What have you to say 
why you should not be sentenced for 
the death of John Ussher? There be- 
ing no response tho question was re- 
peated, when Hare said : 

" Mr. Ussher's life was not taken by 
ray hands. What is more, some of 
these boys liave made statements that 
are false. 

The Judge — The witnesses testified 
that you were there, and he was mur- 
dered by one of you or both. 

Hare said in an undertone that ho 
had nothing further to say. He ap- 
peared affected. 

His Lordship, rising to pronounce 
the sentence of the Court, said : 

Allan, Archibald and Charles Mc- 
Lean and Alexander Hare, after a 
long and patient trial, in which you 
had the benefit of able counsel and af- 
ter you had 80 challeng«g,-+y-o»tShave; 
been found guilty of "the murder of 
John Ussher ; you havo caused great 
terror throughout the whole country, 
and by a system of robbery and out- 
lawry have disgraced British Col- 
umbia. I have carefully looked over 
tho evidence to see if T could discover 
a single point in your favor. Not one 
such point coald-Ifind.in your defence. 
You, Allan, were' riot content with 
forfeiting your own life by your way- 
ward course, but you led your younger 
brothers into crime. Seldom have such 
cases as the present occurred in any 
civilized country. You have disgraced 
the name you bear, instead of lionoring 
it. You have had to be hunted around 
the country like wild beasts, and all 
good men desired your cajjture. You 
may now expiate with your lives — for 
no hope can be held out — oflended jus- 
tice, and receive that mercy beyond the 
gr§ve you refused tor'girei'' bore. Your 
Saviour may be more merciful, but 
here you need not expect it. There- 
fore I hope you will sincerely- repent. 
Allan McLean, tho sentence of this 
Court is that you be taken to tho place 
from whence you came, and from 
thence to the place of execution, and be 
there hanged by the neck until you are 
dead. . . ■ 

The same sentence was repeated upon 
Archibald und Charles McLean , and i 



Alexander Hare, after which his Lord- 
ship added in solemn words, "May God 
have mercy upon your souls." 

Hare said — It's a well-deserved sen- 
tence, your Lordship. 

The prisoners were iiandcufled to- 
gether in pairs and removed from the 
Court by the officer.^ in attendance. 

While pa.ssing from the Court-room 
to the prison, about twenty rods, Allan, 
who was fastened to Archie, discover- 
ed witness Palmer (now acting as 
special constable) a little ahead, and 
coming behind, made a wicked kick at 
him, striking liim upon the left thigh. 
Constable Gray stru k at Allan with a 
cane, when Archie struck Gray twice.

GiNiRAL MININe NEWS. 

Hope, B. C, March 11, 1880. 
Mr. H ♦ * », Now Westminster :— 
You may be surprised to hear from me, 
but having been to the Skaget mines I 
have had no opportunity to write. We 
returned from the Skaget last night ; mot 
a great many ,inea' going |n,v«« Fort 
Hope routed TrfiicK is hound to be the 
mam pack irail, there aro a good many 
men going in by the way of Seattle ; but 
-without an exception they condemn tho 
route and say it is the very worst trail 
that oVor was thought or hoard of, and 
that a man crossing it does so at tho risk 
of his life; not only that, but they have 
to como up the Skaget rivor with canoes, 
and it is a very rapid stream, full of boul- 
ders and a very risky place. I was told 
when at tho Skagot of throe men losing 
their lives while trying to get in by that 
route. 

The trail by Hope is looked upon as the 
only means by which supplies can be for-: 
warded to advantage. The men that we_- 
mot going in from Hopo were too heavily- 
loaded, most of them having over 30O 
lbs. Wo left Hopo with 150 Ib.s. each 
and found th.it quite plenty; but wo had 
to break our road through tho snow and, 
also, look for the trail, which is blazed or 
spotted, on tlie trees from^io end^ th^a^ 
wi^'ori-rbaii-to the Boun^s^ Lino, a dis-' 
tance of 23 niS16s, 'Rn'd''frora thero to the 
mouth of Ruby Creek. As yet, thoro ia 
no trail marked out, tho distaiico being 
about 20 miles. This road could bo 
put in good order with vorj' little ex- 
pense, tho country through which it pass- 
es being very level and mostly heavy tim- 
ber and clear bottom. 

Wo came back in four and a half days. 
Wo hud to use snowshoos both going in 
and coming out, being the first party over 
tho road. The snow was from 3 to 6 
foot deep until wo reached Ruby Creek, 
and 15 miles up the crook, where wo lo- 
cated our claim, there were. 12 feet of 
snow, through which wo had to sink bur 
pro.^pect holes. Our woik in this respect 
was not satisfactory. 

We had in our party a Cariboo miner 
and one from Australia, and both woro 
highly plciaod with the indications. We 
aro all hopeful and expect to tako hold in 
earnest when the snow disappears. 

Hopo is a good place to get an outfit at, 
especially atiytliing in tho w.ay of provi- 
siuna. As to tobogans or sleighs thero 
aro plenty to bo had at reasonable rates. 

ITioola. 

The CrMaWh'aiiVcorrospondeht writing on 
March 6th, says: — "On the 1st inst. snow 
fell over tho entire valley, to a depth of 
six inches. .'Vt Douglas Lake, on the 1st, 
the thermometer registered 20° below 
zero; at Hamilton, 6°; at Clapporton's, 5' 
below zero; this morning (6th) it is 5' bo- 
low zero at Clappertdn's.

Sunday night, Nov. 30th, it beaau 
to snow and has kept at it over since, 
off and on, until we have accumulated 
a stock which would do credit to Bos- 
ton itselE" It has been pretty cold 
too, for a plnco which has always given 
people to understand that its winters 
were delightfully mild. Threo feet of 
snow and a temperature of 27 degrees 
below zero, Centigrado (equivalent to 
about 17 degreesiibelow oiir Fahrenheit 
zero), has knoblced endwiso everything 
in Paris. There aro about five per 
cent only of tl|e usual number of cabs 
and omnibuses running, and no trains 
or boats. Thu swift-flowing Seine is 
frozen over so that one can cross ou tho 
ico. All the water-pipes and public 
fountains are frozen, and we paid half 
a franc (ten cents) for a pail of \vater 
till our "bonne" discovered thaft;8he 
could go down to tho Seine, break a 
hole in the ice and draw a pailful as 
well as the waterman. 

Provi.sions have ri.sen 20 to 30 jwr 
cent^ and many kinds are not to be had. 
We got in ono ton of coal — at §10 — 
before the snow, and it lasted about 
eight day.s. Then we tried seven coal- 
yards before wo could get re-supplied, 
Our' man wanted §12 a ton witk three 
days in w-ludif to deliver. Some would 
not sell to any but regular customers ; 
others woiild sell but 200 pounds. We 
had to go back to our man but his price 
was then $14. After hard pleading ho 
was induced to let us have two tons at 
$12 each, and we burned up our stock 
of wood — at .$12 a ton — while waiting 
for it. ; ' ■ • 

Our dining-room chimney smoked 
when we moved in and was to be fixed 
as soon a,"! the snow then on the roof 
had melted so that tho men could get 
to the eliiiunej'. Instead of molting 
more came, and wo expect now to be 
able to inhabit our dining-room .some 
time in the spring. Tho other rooms 
nrc only ^lartly habitable as in large 
part of our furniture has failed to ar- 
rive because of the difficulty of do- 
livery. 

Wo have only just succeeded in find- 
ing a wnsher«Kin who would come for 
our linen of three weeks' standing, , and 
we are in consequence reduced to one 
clean shirt apiece and no change of 
table-cloths or sheets. A. lady friend 
sent us four pairs of the^ latter from 
her home in the country; boCihey never 
arrived. . /.'^^ '.v^ 

The last agony is iblie:chpking up of 
the waste-pipes arid the awfiil resulting 
smell. We are looking for the mal- 
arial fever, or something, all round as 
a consequence of this disaster, and in 
the meantime wo are tolerably well 
supplied with maladies— tR dreadful 
cold, a stiff neck and aleeple^sness,

The threo small 
boys ^nter and the Zulu performs for 
their edification a war dance with such 
intensity that it seems as if he would 
shake down tho house, accompanying 
himself with a. horrible ' i^owiing < like 
that of the wild beast of the forest. A 
woman is then decapitated and the 
small boys are turned out with un im- 
pression that they have been basely

lot exhorted, musiced.and belUrung -to. 
take their placea This over and over 
again from "sunny morn till dewy 
eve," or I should say from foggy morn 
till snowy eve. At first they had a 
large canvas sign attached to our bal- 
cony rail, which flapped ia tho wind 
with a noise of artillery discharges and 
kept us all awake.

New York, March 8. — A St. Peters- 
burg correspondent says ; The arbit- 
rariness of despotism has greatly in- 
creasfid since the Winter Palace explo- 
sion.

Avar on' the part* of ii'ussia^and France 
weredeliveredat Vienna and Berlin. Tho 
writer, with a completeness of detail 
which shows him to bo Well versed 
botii in the science of war and litera- 
ture, proceeds to give n vivid descrip 
tion of the course, of hostilities on the 
Kusso-Geririfiri frontier, the interven- 
tion of Italy in behalf of the Franco- 
Russia alliance, tho campaign in Al- 
sace-Lorraine, the entrance of England 
into the fray on the side of Germany 
and Austria, the fighting, marching, 
and s counter*marching,-t^ and ' the final 
overthrow of the triple ofterisive coali- 
tion. The result is tho deposition of 
Gainbetta, the French Dictator, and 
the election of Prince Napoleon as 
President of tho Republic. The latter 
enters into peace negotiations with 
Germany, and France ag.nin gives her 
sanction to the cession of Alsace-Lor- 
raine, and promises to pay an indem- 
nity of twelve milliards and to agree 
to a general European disarmament. 
This little pamphlet has made a con- 
siderable stir in Berlin. . If wo take in 
connection with it the speech of Von 
Moltke in the Reichstag on Monday, 
we can see .that the writer of this 
pamphlet brochure shows not a little 
sagaeit}'. Von Moltke mado a dis- 
tinct reference to Germany's position

strength of Germany^atid that of Rus- 
sia and France; and he gave a hint of 
a possible alliance to secure the posi- 
tion of Germany.
